4-26’’ means that information on edition binding 
can be found in an article beginning on page 26 of issue 
number 4 (December, 1979).

Standard for Library Binding (usually 
called Class ‘‘A’’). These methods 
have become the standard throughout 
the North American continent and in 
many foreign countries. 

By the same token, L.B.I. endorses 
the principle that every supplier of 
equipment is entitled to present his 
wares to the market. For this reason, 
we open our pages to advertisements of 
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equipment used in binding, without 
thereby endorsing either the binding 
produced by the equipment or the 
method itself. Even though we may 
question the accuracy of representa- 
tions made by the seller, we believe 
librarians are entitled to know of all 
methods and to judge for themselves 
which suit their needs best. 

From time to time as they become 
available, we will print actual test 
results using different methods and 
different materials. We welcome 
reader comment on their experiences 
with different methods.
